'find SUICIDE NOTE' 

in case of ‘left behind' 

children deaths 


POLICE in^stigatmg the deaths 
of four Chmese children who drank 
pesticide after bemg abandoned by 
±eh’ migrant worker parents say they 
have found a suicide note near the 
eldest VIC mn's body. 

'Thanks for your kindness. I know you 
mean well for us, but we should go 
now/' the note said, accordmg to the 
state-run GhmaNews Service. 

The four siblings, a boy and three ghls 
aged five to 14, were found dead on 
Tuesday at their home m a ruial village 
outside the city of Bi_^ m Guiztiou, one 
of China's poorest pro’^inces 
Mtial reports suggested they had 


poisoned themselves after then pai'ents 
abandoned them and Left the viLlage to 
find woik elsewhere. 

There are an estimated 60 million 
"Left belnnd" children m Chhia, who 
are often put mto the cai'e of elderLy 
relatives or un supervised when then 
parents migmte to the cities lookmg for 
work. 

The mother of the four children 
returned to the village on Fiiday 
from Guangdong provuice, China's 
manulacturmg heartbnd, where she 
had been vrorking m a toy lactoiy. 

"I did not shoulder my responsibiliry for 


them./' Ken Xifen, 
32, told China's 
oftlcial Xmhua 
news agency, after 
ariivmg home to 
see her children's 
bodies before then 
cremation. 

"I have truly failed 
them." she added, 
accordmg to tire 
Chma Youth Daily 
newspaper. "How 
I wish I could go 
with them." 

Ren admitted 
she had left them 
behind m early 
2014 after a dispute with her husband 
mvolving domestic violence. '1 didn't 
dare not go home/' she said. 

In March this year, the sibhngs found 
themselves completely alone after 
their father also left the viUage. "I am 
ilhteiate and cannot even wiite my 
own name. I wanted them to peitbrm 
weh m school, unlike me, hving a hard 
hfe," Ren said. State-contiolLed media 
outlets have sought to downplay the 
government's possible responsibility 
for the tiagedy, but at least two local 
officials have been sacked.

Chuia's piime mmister, LiKeqiang, was 
forced to step m on Friday to promise 
an urgent inquuy.

Investigating officers have deteimined 
It was a mass suicide, Xmhua reported 
on Saturday, citing the letter poke e said 
they had found at the children's home. 
Liu Xm. a senior police officer, told the 
Ghhia JSTews Service his team had used 
handwiitmg analysis to determme 
that the couple's 14-year-old son had 
written the note. 

‘T made a vow that I wouldn't live over 
the age of 15the note said, accordmg 
to the news agency. 'Tm 14 now I 
dream about death, and yet that dream 
never comes true. Today it must finally 
come true." 

Clunese bloggers reacted to clauns 
about the existence of a sukide note 
with suspicion. 'It is stiLL uncertain 
whether diere is a note or whether its 
contents have been tampered with,” Xu 
Xui, a law professor from the Bei|ng 
Institute of Technology, wi'ote on 
Weibo. China's equivalent to Twitter. 
The deaths are the second tragedy 
mvolving "left behind" children in Eiie 
m recent years. In 2012, five young 
boys from the same area died after 
hghtmg a fire m a dustbm mside which 
they had taken shelter from the cold.

(CNN)—^A firearm accidentally discharged 
durmg a weekend weddmg at the Waldoif 
Astoria in New York, authorities said 
Guests were taking pictures at a lobby when 
the gun went olf Saturday night, CNN affiliate 
WABC reported. 

It was m the pocket of a 42-year-old guest 
when It went off, grazing a woman m the 
head when file bullet licocheted. She was 
not seriously mjured, the affiliate reported. 
Four others were mjui'ed when they were 
hit by shattered glass or debris, and neated 
at local hospitals, according to the affiliate 
The guest cariying the gun was detamed 
and questioned by police, according to the 
affiliare, but it ls unclear whether he will 
face charges. The Waldorf Astoria allowed 
the couple to continue with the wedding 
ceremony, but asked guests to leave after 
10 p.m., WABC said. Tire hotel said it is 
coopeiatmg with investigators. ‘The safety 
and security of our guests and team members 
are the hotel's top priorities," Waldoif Astoria 
said in a statement.

AS if he wasn't m enough trouble aheady, former Trinidad and 
Tobago national secuiity rninisrer Jack Warner, who is currently 
charged with multiple counts of ocketeering, corruption and 
money laundering m the United States, has voLuntonly admitted 
that he and tbnnei deputy comniissioner of police Meivyn 
Richardson conspired to conceal the discoveiy of a quantity of 
maiijuanam 2013. 

Warner also named Gaiy Giitflth, his successor as national 
secuiiry minister, as being part of the plan to ensure there was no 
crmimal probe into the aUeged marijuana discoveiy, locoi media 
reported. 

In a statement dated June 6, 2015, Warner outlined how he and 
Richardson apparently con spired topei'veit the course of justice, 

Warner is cuirently tree on bah alter bemg arrested last 
month at the request of the US Justice Depaitment, pendmg 
an application for his extradition. He is due to re-appear at 
the Poit of Spam Magistrates' Court on July 9 and he has 
indicated he will be contestmg the extradition request by the US. 

The indictment against Warner and 13 others follows four years 
of mvestigations by the US Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and Internal Revenue Senoce mto allegations of "rampant 
and systemic" coiTuption and self-deahng by FIFA officials. 

On June 3, the US requested Interpol to issue a "red notice" m 
relation to Warner and five other suspects

and deaths feared after Georgia floods 



TIGERS, hons, wolves and bears are 
feared to be still on the loose m Geoi^gia's 
capital, amid chaotic scenes brought by 
devastathig floods that have reportedly 
killed 12 people 

Images of on escaped hippopotamus 
being cornered m one of Tbilisi's main 
squares otter escaping from the city's zoo 
have emerged, while other animals have 
been killed or remain at lai^e. 

Heavy ramfoU turned the Vere River - 
winch flows through the capital - into 
a torrent that swept away dozens of 
buildings and cars.

'The damage is substantial," the Prime 
Minister, Irakli Garibashvih, told 
reporters. He also called on residents to 
stay home as the search for the animals 
contmued.

The zoo itself has been ohnost totally 
destroyed, says its director, with most of 
its animals either drowned or shot after 
escapmg. 'It's an unbehevable tragedy," 
said Zura Guiiehdze as he surveyed his 


stiicken zoo pork. 

Tluee of his staff were among those 
reported dead m the disaster Among 
them was 56-year-old Guhko Chitadze, 
wlio was attacked by one of the zoo's 
tigers last month and lost an arm. She 
had just returned to work, telhng fellow 
staff she did not blame the tiger tor wlrat 
happened. She lived m the zoo grounds 
with her husband, who died with her. 
Tliere are also reports of people usmg 
their hunting litles to shoot animals they 
see, and Guiiehdze appealed for them not 
to, in ca se they could be saved. There were 
no hnmediate reports chat any of the other 
fatalities were due to animal attacks. 

Among the biggest tragedies for the 
zoo is the loss of a rare white hon called 
Shumba. It had become one of the zoo's 
bigge St attraction s after they paired it with 
a dog to keep it company, after Shumba's 
mother stopped cormg for him They 
became friends and could be seen playhig 
and sleepmg together light outside the 
zoo's main offices. 

Such heavy rain is unusual tor this time 
of year But many say uncontrolled 
developmenc m the area made t hing s 
woise, with the dramage system 
ovenAdtehned. The zoo, situated at the 
bottom of a vaUey in the city, was right m 
the target of hue of the singe of water that 
resulted. 
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ONCE A MENACE, 

African 'killer bees' are all the 
buzz for health solutions 


NAIROBI, KENYA (CNN)— 

AtiicLinized bees, known ;is ‘'kLUei 
bees/' once gained notoriety in the 
United States for swanning and 
ktiling, But while Africa's bees tend 
to be more aggressive than then' 
European or American counterparts, 
then'aggression also makes them more 
productive and resilient. Scientists 
in Nairobi are working to utihze the 
African bee and its aggression to the 
continent's advantage. "We have 
found m our previous studies tliat 
bees m Africa are a bit resistant, they 
are resihent to the bee pests," said 
Dr. Suresh Raina, the founder and 
prmcipai research scientist at the 
African Reference Labootory for Bee 
Heaith. He calls the quality a "novel 
resistance mechanism," and his ream 


IS selectively breedmg bees that exhibit 
this quahty to create a strong base of 
beesm Africa. 

12 male bees for one queen bee 
In a labointoiy in Nairobi, a scientist 
collects the semen ft'om male drone 
bees, squeezuig their thooxes and 
killin g them m the process. Twelve 
male drone bees will die to artificially 
msemmate one queen bee. She puts 
the queen in a plastic tube, attached to 
carbon dioxide gas. The gas send s 
the queen to sLeep, temporarily 
paralyzuig her. Once the bee is asieep, 
the scientist opens up the bee's vaginal 
canal and drops the 
semen mto it. The bees that wiU. come 
ftx3m this queen will be Less hostile 
to humans than this typical stram of 


African bee, and more pixxluctive and 
more 

resistant to disease. 

'Shortages of poUuiacors' 

While Africa has been spaied by the 
mass bee Losses occurimg m the United 
States and Europe, with Less advanced 
food security systems, Africa's scientists 
say they need to act proactively. 
"Bees are dying and countiies are 
havmg shortages of poUinators, even 
in the United States," Rain a said. 
'We thought, suppose if that disease 
cccuired in Ariica. Wliatwhi happen to 
the food security system here?" 

Positive signs 

Around 70% of what the world 
consumes is dependent on bees for 


pollination But with a population that 
is predicted to double by 2050, African 
faimers will have to provide for a laiger 
-- and wealtliier popula.tion. 

Scientists have no intention of brmgmg 
African bees to the stmgghng bee 
populations m the United States or 
Europe. "You don't wrant to cross one 
variety with another one and rt will 
cause a disaster," Rima said. Sthl, 
studies from die laboratoiy may give 
some answers to some of the world's 
declining bee populations. 

Scientists are working on a bio pesticide 
made of a locally sourced plant extract 
that may help combat the VaiToa mite, 
a parasite that conti'ibutes to death of 
bees in the United Stares, And whiie 
the reseaich is still out, the signs are 
positive. 
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
